I was on the last evening of November that Mr. B. left us. Quietly in his own home with

will be ever a spur to greater action in moments of fatigue. His spirit of fair play throughout 
his business dealing has set a standard which has become our greatest ainbition to maintain. 
His kindly thought of others kept him ever in mind of his customers’ point of view, so that 
those who dealt with him became his closest friends. 


We who were his associates intend to carry on this work he left behind, and in seeking 
an ideal to follow we can find none nobler than the ambitions which led him on. Our high- 
est ambition will be to follow his undying leadership; to continue to uphold his standards of 
trade that have made his influence one of eternal good and which were expressed in his 
simple motto, ‘‘Show thyself a Man.”’ ;

MUSHROOM SPAWN 


Mushrooms may be grown-in cellars, under benches or green- 
houses or in sheds, wherever the temperature of 50) degrees can 
be kept up through the winter. The beds should be made from 
November to February, according to the time the Mushrooms 
are wanted, and it requires about two months for them to begin 
bearing. Secure fresh horse manure, free from straw and litter, 
and mix an equal bulk of loam from an old pasture with it. 
Keep this under cover, taking care to turn it every day to pre- 
vent heating, until the pile is large enough to make a bed the 
required size. Three or four feet wide, 8 inches deep and any 
length desired are the proper proportions for a bed, but these 
may be varied. Prepare the mixture of loam and manure, mak- 
ing the bed in layers, and pounding down each with the back of 
the spade. Leave this to heat through for a few days, and as 
soon as the heat subsides to 90 degrees make holes in the bed 
about a foot apart each way, into which put pieces of the spawn 
2 or 3 inches in diameter; fill up the holes with the compost, and 
at the expiration cf a week or ten days the spawn will have 
thoroughly diffused itself through the bed. Spread a layer of 
fresh soil over the heap to the depth of 2 inches and cover with 
3 or 4 inches of hay, straw or litter. Examine the bed often to 
see that it does not get dry. Take special care, however, when 
water is given that it be at a temperature of about 100 degrees.

Tomatoes represent another important member of the 
vegetable family. Every garden should have at least one 
dozen plants, and more if space will allow, as any surplus 
fruit may easily be canned. Do not overlook the small- 
fruited sorts—these make delicious tomato butter.
